33 In the firſt place, it is highly neceſſary that 
you ſhould have a thorough knowledge of the power 
you are inveſted with, agreeable to the laws of your 
country, and the authority given by the warrants of 
Magiſtrates. Let integrity and humanity direct you 
in all your proceedings, and it will be the way to 
ſucceſs ; which will crown your endeavours with ho- 


nour, and will gain reſpect, and the eſleem of all ho- 
neſt and good men. 


On the other hand, neglect of duty, eſcapes, treat- 


ing your unfortunate priſoner with cruelty, will ſubject 


vou not only to puniſhment, but juſtly deſtroy the 
future confidence of the Magiſtrates, and render your 
character ſuſpicious and diſgraceful, and beſpeak you 
wanting of the feelings of humanity. 


Your duty is to apprehend offenders, and not to 
determine offences; and you cannot diſmiſs or 
diſcharge the commands of a Magiſtrate, until he, 
the priſoner, hath obeyed the warrant, and ap- 
peared before the Juſtice; neither can your pro- 
ceedings be juſtified without ſo doing, but ſubject 
you to an action.

TPON the 68. of people it was found ne- 
ceſſary. to divide the kingdom into Shires, Hun- 
dreds, and Tychings; and for the better preſerving of * 
peace in the county, as well to afford protection to 
the perſons, and property to the ſubject, from robbers e 
and murderers ; and no perſon without firſt giving a | | 
ſecurity for his good behaviour, was permitted to 
remove his habitation from one Hundred to another: 
and for the more ſpeedy and effectually carrying the 
laws into execution, a high Conſtable was appointed 
for each Hundred, petit Conſtable and Thirdborough, 
for each Pariſh, and Hamlet. 'Thele ordinances took 
place in the time of Alfred the Great, as is moſt pro- 
bable, though there are authors of different opinions; 
but as it is not very material, and uncertain, I will 
not entertain my readers with the diſputes amongſt 
authors, whether it was of Saxon or Norman inſti- 
tution.

The office of high Conſtable is not of that extenſive 
utility or power as anciently, before the appointment 
of Juſtices oſ the peace: the greateſt part of the duty 
and buſineſs of a high Conſtable, is to execute the 
precepts of the Magiſtrates, which might as well be 
done by the petit Conſtable, or any other peace officer. 


The principal and uſual branches of his duty and 
employment are, the delivering the appointments, and 
ſummonſes, to ſurveyors of the highways, overſeers 
of the poor, aſſeſſors and collectors of the land tax, 
and window duties; but the Juſtices may appoint any | | 
other Conſtable or perſon to do the buſineſs, But ic |

is attended - with leſs expence when ſeveral matters 
are done by the hand of one perſon, and makes it 
beter 
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better worth the attention of men of ability and pro- 
perty : therefore the notices of publicans to attend on 
licence days, for the renewing their licences ; the re- 
turning liſts of jurors, and collecting county rates, are 


all properly entruſted with the high Conſtable ; as 


well as in moſt places, the billetting of ſoldiers, and 
other buſineſs that require ſteadineſs and confidence 


in the perſon they are entruſted with. Otherwiſe the 


authority of a petit Conſtable is equal to that of the 
high Conſtable, ſo is that of a Thirdborough, or Ty- 
thingman 1 in their en vills.

counties at large, at the general quarter ſeſſions, or by 

the Juſtices at a meeting in their reſpective diviſion; 
and ſor ſome places according to ancient cuſtom. 

The dwellers in country pariſhes ſerve by turns, or 

| Houſe-row : in Wales, two Juſtices appoint and 

ſwear the Conſtables into their office, and any one 

Juſtice may occaſionally appoint and ſwear a perſon 

into the office, Every Conſtable may appoint a 


deputy, who is puniſhable for neglect of duty, if pro- 
perly ſworn in; otherwiſe his ſuperior is reſponſible 


for the miſconduct of his deputy. Anciently the of- 
fice, - more eſpecially that of high Conſtable, was 
held in great eſteem, and able reputable men of pro- 


perty were only appointed; and as the very ſupport 
of the civil authority, and carrying into execution. 
the laws of this kingdom, depends on this officer's 
faithful diſcharge of his duty and truſt; none but 
men of known probity ſhould be choſen, or appointed 
thereto, . | 


The office of high Conſtable is not of that exten- |

His Duty and Office as a a Conflabl: 


Reals Conſtable is conſidered as a peace officer, 
and therefore any perſon making. or cauſing an af- 
fray, or aſſaulting another in his preſence, threatening 
to murder or illuſe, to his hurt or damage, or endea- 
vouring by his warmth of paſſion to ſtir up ſtrife and 
diſorderly behaviour, the Conſtable may fecure him 


by impniſonment or otherwiſe; until he find ſureties

With reſpe& to the diſturbers of congregations in 
the lawful exerciſe ' of their profeſſion, a Conſtable 
hath the ſame power aud authority, as in the caſe of 
an affray before recited. In exciſe laws, or deer ſteal- 
ing, he acts under ſuperior authority. 


With reſpect to felony of every claſs, he hath 
Power to ſeize a felon without a warrant, and a per- 
{on upon ſuſpicion, there having been a robbery or 
ſelony committed. The ſame with reſpect to high; 


way robbers, or murders, if the ſuſpicion ariſes from 
information, he ought to be well ſatisfied that the 


fat hath been committed, or it will be deemed falſe 
impriſonment, and that his informer ſaw the fa& 
commiued; in ſuch caſe, the Conſtable acts in aid 


of the inſormer. 


And it is the duty of the Conſtable to act circum- 
ſpectly and wiſely, as ſuppoling the accuſer was not 
himſelf preſent ; but more ſo if there was no fact com- 
mitted, an action will then lie againſt him for falſe 
N 2 1mpriſon_ 
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impriſonment. On the other hand, if by neglect of 
duty the felon eſcapes, all the circumſtances neceſſary 
to give him authority. For the ſecuring him, being 
indiſputable, he will be liable to be punifhed for a 
miſdemeanor ; but if he is actually apprehended, and 
he corruptly and defignedly ſuffer him to eſcape, it 
is felony in the Conſtable, and he may be tried for 


the ſame. 


It is impoſſible to mention every circumſtance 
which may occur as a juſtifiable ſuſpicion, but I 
ſhall ſtate a few, and ſuch as have been approved in 
a Court of Juſtice. | 

1. Goods being flolen and found in the cuſtody 
of a perſon, who may have been before of good fame. 

2. A perſon of bad repute, and a general ſuſpici- 
ous character. 

3. Perſons leaving their dwellings and families, 


upon being ſuſpected of felony, may purſue them in- 


to another county. 


In Caſe of Suſpicion only of Felony. 


11 a perſon ſuſpected, eſcape into a houſe, the of- 
ficer may break open the door to apprehend him; 


but to juſtify his proceedings, he muſt be certain the 


offender is in the houſe; that he was denyed entrance 
after demanded, and notice that he was a Conſtable, 
had been anounced. 


A Conſtable muſt not make a forcible entry, with- 
out requelt being firſt made for the door to be opened, 
and the cauſe of his making the demand. 


If there be diſorderly drinking, or noiſe in a houſe,

But I muſt adviſe, and recommend it to every Peace 
officer; not to proceed to arreſt without a proper war- 
rant from a Magiſtrate, unleſs upon a ſudden affray;

ger of offenders eſcaping makes it neceſſary, and will 

not allow time to repair to a Juſtice; in ſuch a caſe 
he is juſtified, becauſe he is finable if an eſcape 13 1 
pens by neglect.

By the ſtatute of Wincheſter it is enadted, That bai 
liffs of towns every week, or at leaſt, every fifteen 
days, ſhall make enquiry of all perſons being lodged 
in the ſuburbs, or in foreign places of the town; and 
if they do find any that have lodged or received any 


ſtranger, or ſuſpicious perſon, the bailiff ſhall do 


right therein; and if any ſtranger do paſs by the 
watch at night, he ſhall be arreſted until morning, 
and if no ſuſpicion be found, he ſhall go quiet; and 
if they find cauſe of ſuſpicion, they ſhall forthwith 
ee him to the ſheriff, and the ſheriff may receive 
him without damage, and ſhall keep him . ſafely until 
he be acquitted in due manner: and if they will not 
obey the arreſt, they ſhall levy hue and ery upon 
them, &c. &c. until taken, and deliver them to the 
ſheriff, as before is, and for the arreſtment of theſe 
ſtrangers, none ſhall be pw 


Aud by the Zth of E. III. It is accorded, that if any 
man have an evil ſuſpicion of ſuch, be it by night or 
by day, they ſhall be incontinently arreſted by the 
Conſtables of the town. Upon theſe ſtatutes it is 
lawful to arreſt a night ds at an unſeaſonable 
time of the night, tho no felony, &c. had been com- 
mitied.

An Adjudged Caſe. 


In an action of treſpaſs of aſſault, buttery; or falſe 
impriſonment at N. the defendant pleaded, That one 
Mary kept a houſe in the faid town of N. and kept 
ſuſpicious perſons in it, to wit, a bawdy-houſe; and 
the plantiff often reſorted to the faid houſe fuſpicioully, 
with women of evil fame (naming them) for which 
one Tho. Stiles. Conftable of the ſaid town, came to 
the defendant, and deſired him to aſſiſt him in arreſt- 
ing the plantiff, and to find ſurety for his good behaviour; 
on which account the defendant came with the ſaid 
T. S. at the hour of twelve at night, and found him 
ſuſpiciouſly in the ſaid place, by force of which they 
took him, and put him in ward, which is the ſame 


afſault, battery, and impriſonment, for which the ac- 
tion is brought. 


This was held a good juſtification by al the Judges, 
PR they ſaid, It is lawful for every Conſtable to ar- 
reſt ſuſpected preſons who walk by night, and ſleep by 
day, or who keep ſuſpicious company; if they can- 
not of themſelves arreſt them, they may demand the 


aſſiſtance of others, and they are ues law iber to 
aſſiſt them. |

By the 17th Geo. II. C. g. intitled an act to amend 
and make more effectual the laws relating to rogues 
and vagabonds, and other idle and diſorderly perfons. 
And to houſes of correction it is enacted, that if any 
perſon ſhall be found offending againſt this act, i: 
ſhall and may be lawful ſor any perſon whatſoever to 
| apprehend the perſon ſo offending, and carry him, or 
' Fauſe him to be conveyed to ſome Juſtice of the peace,

The Manner of puniſhing fuch Offenders. 


Upon the offender being apprehended and taken 
before a Juſtice, he may order him to be publickly 
whipped by a Conſtable or other peace officer of the 
town or vill, or by ſome other perſon to be appoint- 
ed by the Conſtable and other peace officer, or com- 
mit him to the houſe of correction till the next felons. 


The form and manner is directed by the 22d H. 8. 
C. 12. and by the 39th El. C. 4. 


By the 22d H. 8. C. 12. the vagrant was to be car- 
ried to ſome market town, or other place, and there 
tied to the end of a cart naked, and beaten with whips 
throughout ſuch market town, or other place, till his 
body ſhould be bloody by reaſon of ſuch whippmg. 


By the 100 El. C. 4. he was to be ſtripped naked 
from the middle upwards, and openly whipped, ll 
his body ſhould be bloody, and atterwards paſſed un- 
to the place of his laſt legal ſettlement. And any 
Conſtable receiving {ſuch paſs and certificate, ſhall 
convey the perſon according to the direction of the 
paſs, the next direct way to the place where he is 
ordered to be ſent, if it be in the ſame county, riding, 
diviſion, corporation, or franchiſe; if not, he ſhall 


deliver the ſaid perſon to the Conſtable of the firſt 
town, pariſh, or place in the next county, riding, di- 


viſion, corporation, or franchiſe; in the direct way 

to the place whither he is to be conveyed, together 

with the paſs and duplicate of the examination, tak- 

ing his receipt for the ſame, And ſuch W

ſhall think * the dwerplas to be returned on de-

for in his juſtification, it ought to appear, that he was 

a lawful officer ; for tho' a private perſon may arreſt 
a felon, and if he flies, ſo that he otherwiſe cannot be 
taken, the killing will be excuſable; yet this is at his 
peril, for if he be innocent of the felony, the killing 
before the arreſt ſeems, at leaſt, manſlaughter, for the 
reaſon above given; for an innocent perſon is not 
bound to take notice of a private perſon's ſuſpicion; 


but in all caſes whatever, the peace officer will be

In caſe of an action brought againſt a Conſtable; 


for any matter done in the execution of his authority, 


he may plead the general iſſue, and the ſpecial matter 
in evidence, and recover double coſts: But by the 
Stat. of G. II. C. 44. It is enacted, that no action, &c. 
ſhall be brought againſt any Conſtable, or other per- 


fon acting by his order, and in his aid for any thing 
done in obedience to the warrant of a "Juſtice of the 
peace, until demand hath been made, or left at the 


uſual place of his abode, by the party, or by his at- 
torney, in writing; ſigned by the party demanding the 


ſame, of the peruſal and copy of ſuch warrant, and 


the ſame hath been refuſed or neglected for fix days 
after ſuch demand: and if after compliance therewith, 
any ſuch action ſhall be brought, without making the 
Juſtice who ſigned ſuch warrant defendant, on pro- 
ducing, and proving ſuch warrant at the trial, the 
jury ſhall give their verdict for the defendant, not- 
withſtanding any defect of juriſdiction in the Juſtice. 
And if ſuch action be brought qointly againſt the Juſ-
